tion :to give the patient the benefit of 
his knowledge. 


In the health center which Dr. 


Cowles proposes, the 
patient's case 


would be considered from every angle. 
Physicians would give him a thorough 
(diagnosis. His mental and spiritual 
) life would also be examined. But that 
'would not be all. 
His environment 


would be studied by expert sociolo- 
gists and corrected if possible, with 
the aid of expert social engineers: It 
would be the aim of such an institu- 
tion to motilUze all the forces of the 
community for the attainment of per- 
fect health.

tographic tests is a. steel tube four 
inches in inside diameter and ten feet 
Jong, surrounded by very thick har- 
dened steel walls. At either end a 
narrow slit, two inches long, is covered 
with a thick quartzite lens, communi- ] 
eating with 
a. periscope attachment 


which in turns conveys the light to 
specially built cameras. 


The backs of the, cameras placed 


opposite each other, are formed by a 
motor driven cylinder, two feet 
in 


diameter, driven at a speed of 1700 
revolutions a minute. 
Around the 


cylinder is wound the photographic 
film. Traveling at such high speed the 
more than six feet of film passes be- 
fore the camera at a speed In excess ot 
10,200 feet, 
or approximately two 


miles, a minute. 


-In action the explosion flash, as it 


becomes visible at the nearest edge of 
the slit in the steel cylinder, will be 
reflected on ono edge of the -wide film 
As it travels across the slit, it will 
print a corresponding line across the 
film, at an angle, due to the speed at 
which the Sim revolves!

when the flash passes the slit in the 
other end ot the tube, ten feet away.

For, 
the labor union leaders tell labor that 
in order to have a living wage, it must 
charge enough to pay for the third of 
the year when it is idle.

concerned, but who pays for the days 
of idleness? The man who buys the 
goods for more than it should cost to 
produce them. 
That is where the 


farmer comes in. Waste must always 
be paid toy by someone.

The interest of the farmer in having 


-more immigration is being voiced at 
the present time by various 
persona. 


•Li is said that the farmer must have 
more immigrants to give him. more 
farm labor. 


The' farmer's troubles are of • two 


kinds. 
He does not get enough for 


what he raises, and he has to pay too 
much for what he buys. 


Getting: enough for what he raises 


depends" not only on having people 
wanting his food production, but also 
on having enough of "such people who 
have the means to pay for it. Since 
we raise too much for our own use, 
mast of the important farmers' pro- 
ducts have their prices regulated by 
the' world market, and it would be a 
very good market 11 want alone could 
do the trick. But, as we all know, the 
chaotic political and economic condi- 
tions of Europe have made her, un- 
-able to purchase from us.- 


; As the Houston Post remarks, "The 
restricted European market has played 
havoc with the farmers' business for 
three years 
," - Under present 


conditions the farmer does not need to 
enlarge 
production. 
Until- Europe 


gets into the market on a larger scale, 
larger production would mean only 
larger'.surplus. The'farmer is carry- 
ing a burden of too much surplus now. 
What does he need with more"" and 
cheaper labor except to pile up larger 
unsalable surpluses." 


That is one end of the farmer's ques- 


tion—in order to get more for what 
he raises,- ha needs, not bigger crops, 


j but a bsiter market. 


• The other' end. is what the farmer 
feels mo'st. -He has to pay more for 
everything lie buys, and the raising of 
the price of what he buys, out of pro- 
portion to" what he sells, has upset his 
whole" scheme of-life cruelly.

There 
was not a debating society thirty or forty years ago that did not 
hear heated discussions over the prospect of a canal and the 
advantages of the different routes suggested.

Filled Milk. 


The New Hampshire legislature is discussing the question of 


"filled' milk. The meaning is milk to which has been added 
vegetable oils or fats other than the product of the dairy. There 
are many and sincere arguments on both sides of this question. 
There are scientific as well as economic phases to be consid- 
ered.. There can be no argument that the vegetable oils are 
impure or unhealthy. A Philadelphia physician once very 
aptly remarked that "a cocoanut does not have tuberculosis, 
but a cow can." 


The pasteurization of dairy products removes all possibility 


of infection by killing what germs might be contained. The 
vegetables from which our "manufactured" milk and dairy 
products are derived are scientifically pure .when gathered. 
Whatever of impurities may be found in them are placed there 
after nature had finished its job and man took a hand, but these 
are removed by the process of preparation the same as germs 
are eliminated from the cow's milk by pasteurization. 


The economic question is a serious one at this time. The 


project of reducing the cost of living remains with us and is'1 
. still serious. If the cost of home comforts can be reduced with- 
out adding dangers from disease infection, there is no reason 
why the experiment should not be tried. Vegetable oils can be 
produced much cheaper than animal and, as our centers of 
notmlation are increasing; and our producing areas decreasing,

the mission of the committee: 


Feb. 5, 1523. 


The Mayor and City Council, 


Portsmouth, New Hampshire. 
Gentlemen:——The 
undersigned 


committee has .been, delegated by the 
local lodge of Elks:to bring to your at- 
tention the urgent necessity of estab- 
lishing a public night school in this 
city. Lack of opportunity for further 
study after leaving day school serious- 
ly limits the usefulness to the com- 
munity of the boy or girl who has had 
to leave school early in order to go to 
work. Likewise, the foreigner, who 
has had little cha.nce to learn English, 
is handicapped by the lack of oppor- 
tunity in preparing himself to become 
assimilated by our community. 


Many ambitious young people have 


been compelled to give up their studies 
in school through no fault 
of their 


own 
Not- only should 
they 
be 


afforded 
a 
chanca 
for 
self- 


improvement, 
but 
the foreign-born 


immigrants who have made this their 
home, should be given a chance 
to 


qualify for citizenship. 
Nothing can 


prevent the 'further increase in num- 
ber of foreign-born immigrants in our 
country. They are needed in the~ in- 
dustries. With them comes the prob- 
lem of assimilation. This can be han- 
dled most effectively through the pub- 
lic school. 


To show the Importance of giving 


more and more attention to education- 
al matters, it may be pointed out that 
six per cent of the population of the 
continental United States, ten years of 
age and over, are rated as "illiterate1 
that is, cannot Tread or write. Of the 
five millions so rated by the last cen- 
sus figures, about one and one-quarter 
millions are native whites, over one 
and three-quarters millions, foreign- 
born whites, and nearly two millions 
are negroes. 
/ New England, has a population of 
•four millions, ten years of ago and 
over. Of these 7.2 per cent or 289,000 
are illiterates; 
27,000 being native 


whites, 257,000 
foreign-born 
whites, 


and 5,000 negroes. It is clear that the 
great problem for New England then, 
is the education of the uneducated 
foreign-born whites. "Whether we like 
it or not, the job Is here and it must be 
done. 
The negro problem is' not 


acute, so far as New England is con- 
cerned. 
. Our own state figures show a per- 
centage of illiterates, slightly under 
six per cent of the population ten years 
of age and over. This is approximate- 
ly the average for_the United States. 
In New Hampshire the percentage of 
illative white Illiterates •above the age 
"mentioned, is 72-100 of one per cent. 
This is twice the corresponding per- 
'centage of Massachusetts, and "one- 
half of that of Maine.
